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The Public Library of Sentuchj 

was incorporated by the Legislature of 
Kentucky, March 16th, 1871. The charter 
required the Library to be located in 
Louisville, to be open every day and 
night in the year and to be forever free 
to all citizens. To raise the means to es¬ 
tablish and sustain a Library on such p. 
plan the trustees were authorized to give 5 
literary, musical or dramatic entertain¬ 
ments, at wiiicn they mignt distribute by 
lot to patrons of the entertainments a 
portion of the proceeds, arising from the 
sale of tickets of admission. They or- 
gajiized under this charter March 22d, 
1871 and determined that the five enter¬ 
tainments should be Gift-Concerts. 
Four of these Concerts have already been 
given and with the money derived there- 
ftom an ample lot fronting 168 feet on 4th 
Street, between Green and Walnut, hav¬ 
ing a depth of 200 feet entirely covered by 
a magnificent building, four stories high, 
in the Renaissance style of architecture 
was purchased January 27th, 1872, at a 
cost of $210,000. In this building the 
Trustees have already placed a Library 
of oU,U00 volumes, a Museum of 250,000 
specimens, an Art Gallery containing 
more than a thousand Pictures, Statues. 
Busts &c., and a reading-room supplied 
with the principal Periodicals and News¬ 
papers of the world. It is expected from 
the remaining Concert which is the 
Fifth and last, to increase the Library, 
Art Gallery, Reading Room and Museum 
to many times their present capacity, to 
open an Academy of design, to publish a 
strictly literary Journal, and to so endow 
the whole as to insure an annual income 
of at least $^,000 from rent and money 
at interest, for keeping up the enterprise. 
Correspondence with other Institutions 
of the kind is desired for interchange of 
duplicates and other mutual benefits.

It is the 
largest, best arranged and most suitably 
located Hall in the city for Theatricals, 
Operas and Public exhibitions of every 
kind. The stage 40 by 45 feet with a drop 
Curtain 32 by 40 feet has ample scenery 
for all ordinary performances, and be¬ 
neath has a room 25 by 40 feet with the 
modern improvements of traps, Ac. The 
Hall is faultless in acoustics and venti¬ 
lation, and is so arranged that in case of 
fire or other accident 14 large windows 
along the entire Northern and Southern 
sides, in addition to an enormous exit 
door in the western front, afford prompt 
and easy ways of escape for the largest 
audience. Its location in the center of 
the vast Public Library building secures 
it from the noise of the street and it is 
accessible at all hours from all quarters 
of the city by street Railroads. It will 
comfortably seat 1400 persons and by 
using the broad aisles and extensive lob¬ 
bies has accomodated 2100. Central Mar¬ 
ket heretofore held in the building is re¬ 
moved to Fifth street which is an end of 
all the annoyances heretofore caused by 
the Market. In the building is also a 
smaller Hall capable of holding 1000 per¬ 
sons, and suitable for Balls, Festivals, 
&c. As a means of support to the Public 
Library and Museum, which are free to 
everybody, these Halls are rented by the 
day or week or for a longer time, for all 
respectable exhibitions und amusements.
